Wade said yesterday at a 
news conference that there 
were several reasons he has. 
changed his mind about 
wanting Ruby electrocuted. 

“One reason is that we 
have plenty else (cases) to 
work on,” he said, “Another 
reason is that we have spent 
$75,000-$ 100,000 on the case 
already and Jack Ruby is 
not worth that much more* 

“Not all the questions 
about the assassination have 
been answered. Some people 
are still asking about it and 
I think it better to have him 
available* 

“FINALLY, although he is 
sane, there is no question 
that Ruby has some neurotic 
tendencies that can be 
treated in the penitentiary*”
